cialiyftem  throughoiitthe  United  States,  appeared 
to  be  the  prevailing  fentiment,  both  as  intimately 
coniiethed  with  railing  a  revenue  for  the  fupport 
of  government,  as  to  give  a  fpring  to  Agriculture, 


M^nufactoes  and  Commerce  :  To  effect  this  pur- 
Tiofe  a  fpecial  deputation  from  the  feveral  States. 
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convened  at  Annapolis  in  Sept.  1786  ;  but  upon  a 
mature  invelligarion  of  their  powers,  they  were 
found  to  be  altogether  inadequate,  to  eithejr  the 
exprefs  or  implied  objetl:  of  their  million — and  it 
was  by  them  wifely  judged,  that  a  radical  cure,  ra¬ 
ther  than  a  partial  remedy,  was  necellary  to  the 
future  happinefs  and  prolperity  of  their  country, 
audin  order  to  effedl  this  laudable  plan,  they  re¬ 
commended  a  General  Convention  from  the  States, 
;it  fome  future  period,  who,  while  they  were  deep¬ 
ly  imprefled  with  caufes  of  our  national  difeafe, 
jhould  be  inllruJted  to  provide  an  efficacious  re¬ 
medy.  Their  recommendations  were  readily  com¬ 
plied  with,  as  proceeding  from  the  beft. of  motives, 
und  the  rcafoii  of  them  was  already  anticipated  by 
the  convi(flioii,  in  every  perfoiis  mind,  of  their  nc- 
cellity— anda  Convocation  of  the  firfl  Worthies  and 
Patriots  of  America,  was  held  in  May,  i  787,  at  Phi- 
delpliia— dircdled  to  make  fuch  additions  to  the 
fyftem  of  Confederation,  as  were  necellary  to  re¬ 
lieve  America  from  thofe  embarrafsments,  which 
had  refulted  from  a  weak  and  inefficient  form  of 
government ;  but  upon  a  candid  difcAiiiion  of  the 
whole  plan  of  their  bufinels,  and  what  was  expeeft- 
ed  from  the  rcfult  of  their  deliberati9ns,  it  was 
thought  to  be  dangerous  to  the  future  liberties  of 
theircountry,  to  veil  thofe  powers  which  ought  to 
bevdbedmall  governments,  to  anfwer  the  end  of 
their  mftitution,  to  one,  conllitutcd  as  the  exifting 
Confederation — Congrefs  being  but  a  diplomatic 
body,  and  not  under  thofe  checks  and  reftraints, 
which  might  be  madetoarife  from  apian  different¬ 
ly  conftrurted  ;  and  although  a  delicacy  ofienti- 
mont,  ariling  fi  om  a  fear  of  exceeding  the  limits 
of  their  cominhlioii,  produced  fome  objeCf  ions  to 
a  radical  alleraiion  of  the  coni'ede rated  fyllem, 
yet  as  the  lalvatiou  of  their  country  was  thought 
to  depend  upon  it — they  determined  to  recur  to 
firll principles,  and  prefent,  for  the  approbation,  of 
their  fellow-citizens,  fuch  a  plan  of  future  govern¬ 
ment  as  would  anfwer  the  gi  cat  objedls  of  fociety  ; 
and  ?  fpirit  of  mutual  conceffion  and  compromife 
for  the  general  good  prevailing,  they  happily 
united  in  a  fy  llem, which  does  honor  to  their  hearts 


net  Eh  as  men, and  their  heads  as  politicians  ;  nor  till  grati 
)isn‘  tiide  has  loll  a  place  in  the  bofoms  of  Americans, 
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can  their  exertions,  to  fave  a  decaying  land,  be  for 
gotten.  In  this  Syflem  xve  find  the  energy'  of  a 
goodgovernment  united  with  the  freedom  of  the 
people,  and  containing  certain  great  charatflcriflics 
peculiar  toirfelt,  and  which  prefage  much  future 
uappinefsto  the  fubjecds  of  its  controiil — thofe 
important  objects,  which 
mult  be  involved  in  its  adminillration,  will  form

needy  and  dependent  men  in  the  community  :  Tliis 
greatly  to  |  be  deplored  ;  and  urgently 
demands  every  poflible  public  and  private  exertion, 
for  the  lake  of  thofe  who  have  thus  generoufly  em¬ 
braced  a  life  of  certain  indigence,  for  the  caufe  of 
religion  and  mankind — for  the  fake  of  their  w'i- 
dows  and  offspring,  who  are  often  left  in  the  moft 
diftrefled  circumllances,  and  for  the  honor  andfe- 
ciirity  of  that  Religion, to  which  we  are  largely  in¬ 
debted  for  this  happy  country.

flicw — barren  minds  receive  no  light  from  witliin, 
and  therefore  cannot  fo  ealily  be  informed  and 
convinced,  of  the  intrinflc  worth  of  true  Religion, 
as  they  may  be  caught  and  iiifiiarcd  by  the  tinfel 
and  trappings  of  any  other  ;  it  is  therefore  worthy 
of  confideracion,  what  may  be  the  probable  effeefts 
of  the  introdutftian  of  otlier  religions,  and  how 
far  their  effects,  if  in  any  view  dangerous,  may  be 
counteraifled,  confillent  w'iiii  tlie  jufl  and  generous 
principles  of  Toleration.

orifm  ofoiir  Clergy,  be  ever  particularly  remem¬ 
bered  ;  for  it  is  a  truth, as  facred  as  the  idea  is  feri- 
ous  and  alarming,  that  as  our  Proteftant  Clergy 
lhall  link  into  contempt  or  neglecft,  how^ever  unde- 
ferved,  the  learned  will  decline  the  profeflion  ;  and 
then  adieu  to  Religion,  Morality,  and  Liberty  ;  and 
wliile  in  conformity  to  the  benevolent  precepts  of 
true  religion,  as  well  as  the  liberal  principles  of 
our  Conllitution,  Americans  hold  out  religious  li¬ 
berty  to  all  the  various  fe<fts,  wdio  may  be  difpofed 
to  become  our  fellow-citizens,  let  us  not  be  w  ant¬ 
ing  in  that  attention  and  refped:,  due  to  the  Reli¬ 
gion  we  profefs,  left  it  fliould  be  fufpeefted,  that 
our  tolerant  fpirit,  proceeded  more  from  a  total  in¬ 
difference  to  all  religion,  than  from  that  liberality 
of  fentiment  and  god-like  Charity,  which  true  re¬ 
ligion  inculcatesandinfpires, and  which  it  is  hoped 
will  never  be  diflodged  from  the  generous  and  be¬ 
nevolent  breafts  of  AMERICANS.

Ycllerday  pafitd  through  this  town,  on  his  way  to  New'-York, 
his  Excellency  General  W'ashincion,  accompanied  by  the 
Hon.  Charles  Thompfon,  Efq.  fecittary  to  Congrefs. —  The  former 
of  thi  fe  ptrfonagcs,  goes  to  lill  the  feat  of  Prefidcnt  of  the  United 
States  of  America — the  laft  didindion,  which  a  grateful  people 
can  bellow',  or  a  life  fpent  with  unexampled  honor ^and  applaufe, 
can  deferve. 

“  To  th.s  illuftrious  appointment,  he  was  unanimouny  called  by 
the  voice  of  his  country. — Tlic  annals  of  hiftory,  furnilhing  no¬ 
thing  fo  fingular  in  its  nature,  or  fo  eminently  glorious.  Heroes 
and  iegiflatois  may  have  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  a  majority  of 
their  countrymen ;  but  none  but  Washington  ever  itnanimoufly 
plcafcd  as  the  former,  or  was  unanimoujly  chofen  for  the  Utter.-U 


Whilll  this  very  fingular  event  difplays  to  the  a^lonuh^d  world 
an  empire  of.  diflimilar  climes,  produ^s  and  interefts,  lillenin-r  to 
the  hinple  and  enlightened  voice  of  reafon  ;  it  on  the  other  hand 
exhibits  to  mankind,  a  charaftcr  in  its  nature  fo  very  per^eft  tha: 

tor  Its  improvement,  nothing  can  be  added.  r  *  »  • 

From  Alexandria  to  George-Town,  he  was  attended  by 
a  voluntary  comp  ;y  of  private  gentlemen— neighbours,  fricn:ls 
and  children  ot  the  man,  wfip  had  faved  their  couTltrv  and  them.— 
Impelled  by  gratitude  alone,  and  not  moving,  fervile,  at  the  m- 
junftion  of  command,  they  chofe  this  method  to  mauifeft  their  af- 
tettion  for  him,  without  whom,  freedom  had  been  nothing  but  a 
name.  An  attendant  corps,  colleaed  together  by  fuch  motives, 
does  rn ore  honor  to  a  man,  than  all  the  triumphs  which  Rome  ever 
beheld  ;  and  the  perfon  fo  honored,  is  more  illullrious,  than  any 
monarch  on  the  globe.  ' 

“  The  gentlemen  of  George-Town,  emulous  to  difplav  the  r 
patriotifm,  and  to  evince  their  'attachment  for  the  firacharafter  in 
America,  refpeftfully  received  him  at  the  banks  of  the  Patow- 
mack,  and  fet  out  to  afeort  him,  until  they  Oiould  meet  the  gen¬ 
tlemen  from  Baltimore.  ® 

‘‘  May  this  virtuous  and  truly  great  man,  thus  in  fiifcty  be  con¬ 
ducted  to  the  place  ot  his  deaiaation  ;  and  may  Heaven,  aiifpici- 
ous  to  his  declining  years,  kindly  fmoothc  over  the  thorns  of  le- 
giflation — avert  from  his  adminiilration  the  tumults  of  popular  dif- 
caufe  the  fame  Sun  which  hath  dilTufcd  around  the  me¬ 
ridian  of  his  Ijfe  fo  much  fplendour,  finally  to  go  down  on  his  lat¬ 
ter  end  in  peace.” 

The  Prefidcnt  of  the  United  .States  arrived  in  this  place  on  his 
way  to  Congrefs,  on  Friday  afternoon,  the  17th  mft.  with  Charles 
Thompfon,  Efq.  and  Col.  Humphryes.  This  great  man  was  met 
fome  miles  Irom  town,  by  a  large  body  of  refpcftable  citizens  on 
horfcback,  and  condufted,  under  a  difeharge  of  cannon,  to  Mr.  ^ 
Grant’s  tavern,  through  crowds  of  admiring  fpeftators.  At  fi>: 
o’clock,  a  committee  chofen  in  confcqucncc  of  a  late  notification, 
to  adjuftthe  preliminaries  foi  his  reception,  waited  upon  him  with 
an  addrefs,  which,  with  his  anfwer,  we  arc  happy  to  be  able  to 
give  to  the  public.  A  great  number  of  the  citizens  were  prefent- 
cd  to  him,  and  very  gracioully  received.  Having  arrived  too  late 
for  a  public  dinner,  he' accepted  an  invitation  to  fupper,  from 
w  hich  he  retired  a  little  after  ten  o’clock.  The  next  morning  he 
was  in  his  carriage  at  half  pafi  five  o^'fock,  when  nc  left  town,  un¬ 
der  a  difeharge  of  cannon,  and  attended  as  on  his  entrance,  by  a 
body  of  the  citizens  on  horfcback.  Thefe  gentlemen  accompani¬ 
ed  him  feven  miles,  when  alighting  from  his  carriage,  he  would 
not  permit  them  to  proceed  any  further;  but  took  leave  of  them, 
after  thanking  them  in  an  afeftionate  and  obliging  manner  for 
tlicir  politcncis.  We  lhall  only  add  on  this  occafion,  that  thofe 
who  had  often  feen  him  before,  and  thofe  who  never  had,  were 
equally  anxious  to  fee  him.  Such  is  thi  rare  imprcllioii  excited 
by  his  uncommon  charaflcr  and  virtues. 


ADDRESS  to  the  PRESIDENT  of  the  United  States  of  Ame^ 

AlCA. 

SIR, 

WE  feel  the  honor  you  have  this  day  conferred  on  the  town  ,o£ 
Bali.morr,  by  favouring  it  with  your  prefence,  infinitely  heighten¬ 
ed  and  enhanced  by  the  dcfirable  event  which  has  produced  it. 
Happy  to  behold  vour  elevation,  permit  us  to  re-a.Turc  you  of  our 
pureft  love  and  afteftion. 

In  confidering  the  occafion  that  has  once  more  drawn  you  front 
the  fcencs  of  doraellic  cafe  and  private  tranquility,  our  ihou-rht* 
natui;ally  turn  on  the  fituation  of  our  country,  previous  to  thc^cx-. 
pcdient  of  the  late  general  convention.  When  you  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  that  body  which  framed  our  new  and  excellent  conllitution 
you  diffipatcd  the  fears  of  good  men,  who  dreaded  the  difmiiott 
of  the  Hates,  and  the  lofs  of  our  liberties  in  the  death  of  our  en¬ 
feebled  and  expiring  confederation  t  And  now,  fir,  by  accepting^ 
the  high  authorities  of  Prefidcnt  of  the  United  States  of  America 
you  teach  us  to  cxpe6l  every  blelTing  that  can  refult  from  the  wilelt 
rccopimcndations  to  Congrefs,  and  the  moft  prudent  and  judicious 
cxcrcifc  of  thofe  authorities;  thus  relieving  us  in  the  one  inftance 
from  the  moft  gloomy  apprehenfions,  as  when,  in  a  different  ca¬ 
pacity,  you  rc-crolTed  the  Delaware;  and  in  the  other,  openin.rto 
our  view  the  moft  animating  profpeds,  as  when  you  captured 
Cornwallis.-  * 

But  it  is  from  the  tenor  of  your  own  life,  and  your  uniform  and 
upright  political  principles  and  cenduft,  that  wc  derive  the  fulleft 
aO^arance  that  our  .hopes  will  be  realized.  Believing  that  a  faith¬ 
ful  performance  of  public  engagements  is  eflential  to  the  profperi- 
ty  of  a  people,  and  their  implicit  reliance  on  the  promifes  of  go¬ 
vernment,  to  its  ftability,  w'C  recollcft^A’ith  plcafure  your  w^ll 
known  ftntiments  on  this  fubica,  and  have  no  doubt  but  the 
other  branches  of  Congrefs  will  concur  with  you  in  placing  public 
credit  on  the  moft  folid  foundation.  Wc  havealfo  every  reafon  to 
conclude,  that  under  the  adminiftration  of  a  Walhington,  the  ufe- 
tul  and  ingenious  arts  of  peace,  the  agriculture,  commerce,  and 
manutadurcs  of  the  United  States,  will  be  duly  favoured  and  im¬ 
proved,  as  being  far  more  certain  fourccs  of  national  wealth  than 
the  richcft  mines,  and  furcr  means  to  promote  the  felicity  of  a 
people,  than  the  moft  fuccefsful  wars.  Thus,  fir,  wc  behold  a  new 
era  fpringing  out  ofour  independence,  and  a  field  difplayed  where 
your  talents  for  governing  will  not  be  obfeured  by  the  fplendor  of 
the  greateft  military  cxploit.s.  Wc  behold  too,  an  extraordinary 
thing  in  the  annals  of  mankind;  a  free  and  enlightened  people^ 
chooiing,  by  a  trceclcaion,  without  one  diftemintr  voice,  the  late 
commandcrin  chief  of  their  armies,  to  watch  overhand  guard  their 
civil  rights  and  privileges.  ° 

VV  e  fincerely  pray  that  you  may  long  enjoy  your  prefent  health, 
and  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  have  frequent  opportunities  to 
tcltify  their  veneration  of  your  virtues,  by  continuing  you  through 
maiiyfuccemvcclcdions  in  the  firft  ftation  of  human  honor^nddig- 
nity.  In  thefe  expreflions  of  our  affedions  and  attachment,  wc 
arc  lenfible  wc  do  not  fpeak  the  wiftics  of  a  town  "only,  out  the 
united  feelings  of  a  whole  people.

An  ESSAY,  o;;  the  APPOLVTMENT  of  PUBLIC 
OFFICERS, 

Humb!  fuhnt'tted  to  all perfons  concerned  rn  elcBing  or  appointing  them, 

THE  perfection  of  government  requires  that 
every  public  ofTlce,  iii  all  the  leglllative,  judicial, 
and  executive  departments,  Ihould  be  filled  with 
tiie  noil  fuitable  and  fit  perfons. 

Good  government  manifellly  depends  much 
mo:  con  the  goodnefs  of  the  men  who  fill  the  pub¬ 
lic  offices,  than  on  the  goodnefs  of  the  form  of 
governineiit,  conftitution,  or  even  laws  of  the  Hate; 
for  the  errors  of  ail  thefe, under  the  adininillration 
of  good  men, will  be  mended  or  made  tolerable,ei 
ther  by  the  authority  of  the  legiflature,  or  favoiir- 
hle  conllruclcion  ;  but<weak  and  wicked  men  will 
pervert  the  bell  of  laws  to  the  purpofes  of  favour 
or  oppreilion — And  one  principal  thing  which 
makes  one  form  of  government  better  than  ano¬ 
ther,  is,  that  there  is  a  greater  and  a  more  natu¬ 
ral  chance  of  the  appointment  of  fuitable  men  to 
public  offices  in  the  one  than  in  the  other,  and 
this  makes  the  power  of  appointment,  or  riglit 
of  election,  a  right  of  the  higheH  importance  to 
the  community  ;  it  therefore  requires  the  grearell 
wifdom  in  human  policy,  to  veil  this  great  autho¬ 
rity  in  fuch  perfons,  as  will  moft  probably  exer- 
cife  it  with  the  moft  difcretioii  and  Icaft  corrup¬ 
tion. 

As  the  appointment  of  fuitable  men  to  public 
offices  is  of  the  utmoft  importance  to  the  well  be- 
ing  of  the  ftate,  and  confequently  implies  a  moft 
facred  truft  and  duty  in  the  eleeftors  ;  it  may  not 
be  amifs  to  d  jfignate  fuch  outlines  of  character, 
as  are  moft  eflemially  neceflaryin  a  public  officer, 
and  efpecially  when  his  office  is  of  high  rank,  and 
very  weighty  concern  to  the  community. 

1.  Integrity  ought  to  hold  the  firft:  place.  The 
integer  vitae  fctlerifque_  furus  of  the  poet,  is  of 
mighty  confequence  in  every  fociety.  A  man  of 
ftricb  honefty  and  uprightneis  in  his  private  life 
and  dealings,  is  eafily  known  and  diliinguiflied 
among  men.  Let  this  be  an  effential  part  of  the 
character  of  the  man,  for  whom  you  give  your 
vote,  to  ferve  in  any  public  office  of  trulh  anil  im¬ 
portance. 

2.  A  good  reputation,  free  from  fcandal.  A* 
man  attaiiiied  of  fcandalous  crimes,  either  by  con 
vi(ftion  on  record,  or  by  general  opinion  of  his 
neighbours, appears  with  great  difadvantage,in  the 
facred  feats  of  public  councils  of  law,  juftice,  or 
equity.  I  have  heard  of  a  judge,  who  was  gene- 
rally  fuppofed  to  have  corrupted  his  neighbour’s 
wife,  and  having  once  a  very  impudent  offender 
before  him, was  fevere  in  his  cenfures  of  the  offence, 
and  opening  the  lawbook,  read  there  the  deferip- 
1  ion  of  the  offence  and  puniffiment ;  the  delmquent 
laid,  wiiih  a  moft  malignant  fueer,  he  could  wiff> 
his  honor  would  turn  over  a^few  pages  more,  and 
fee  what  the  law  laid  to  whoremafters. 

5.  R.eligio^T  and  fincere  piety.  I  don’t  think  it 
t)f  much  confequence  of  whatpatricularprofeffion 
of  religion  he  may  be,  whether  Epifcopalian, 
l’reft:)yterian,  Quaker,  Lutheran,  Calvinift,  Mo¬ 
ravian,  &;c.  if  he  is  reputed  to  be  devout,  fin- 
rere,  and  faithful  to  the  religion  he  does  profels. 
13ut  a  loofe  liver,  or  an  apoftate  in  religion,  I 
c  annot  think  fit  to  be  trufted  in  the  ftate,,  becaufe 
man  who  is  not  tr^e  to  his  God,  will  not  proba¬ 
bly  be  lb  to  his  country ;  for  when  the  higheft 
})oftible  obligation  cannot  bind  a  man,  it  is  not  to 
be  expeefted  that  he  will  be  governed  by  leller  and 
mo’  c  ftibordinate  ones  :  when  the  grand  firft  prin¬ 
ciple  of  all  true  morals  is  wanting,  the  practice 
muR  become  too  uncertain  to  be  trufted  in  mat¬ 
ters  of  weight  and  high  moment. 

Sufficient  abilities,  adequate  to  the  office 
that  i-J  to  l>e filled.  There  muft  he  acongruity  be 
tw'eeii  the  bufinefs  to  be  done,  and  the  abilities  of 
the  man  appointed  to  do  it. 

5.  Gravi-y,  Mifdom,  and  found  judgment.  A 
grave  and  wife  man  gives  weight  and  dignity  to 
any  depariment  in  which  he  is  employed,  infpires 
c  oiifldeiice  that  the  bufinefs  under  his  direction 
wdll  be  v/ell  managed,  and  wliat  is  more  than  this, 
will  really  do  it  well. 

6.  l>ecifion,  clofe  attention,  and  perfcverence. 
Some  men  are  undecided  in  their  judgment,  vari- 
:*ble  ill  their  attention,  a(ft  by  fits  and  Harts,  and 
often  leave  their  hufinefs  half  done.  It  is  very
